As soon as he see 
that the situation is hopeless, tha 
ha must go down, his hands shoo 
for his knees like a flash, and h 
hugs himself up automatically int 
a round ball, with nothing ectposec 
that can break, unless possibly it be 
a rib or two in some very exception 
al casa Usually striking in thi 
•way, -with the muscles all tense, 
and the body folded up tight an 
hard, the rider escapes with a few 
bruises and a general shaking up. 


"I remember the worst fall I eve 


had as distinctly as if it were las 
•week; although really it was severa 
years ago," remarked a circus rider 
to me recently. "It seems qaeer 
bat it happened when I was sitting 
astride my horse, walking aronm 
the ring quietly after doing an act 
All of a sudden something made thi 
horse shy, and before I knew it! 
was gon&—lifted up in the air anc 
turning over, half from habit, I sup 
pose, in a back somersault. I heard 
the ring master yell at me, and real 
ized that unless I could get rounc 
in the turn so as to clear my head! 
•ffould break my neck in striking 
Between that and my reaching "the- 
ground was only the small part of a 
second, but it seemed as if I hac 
oceans of time to argue out the 
whole situation. I wondered if- the 
horse -wouldn't step on me, decidec 
iow I had better roll to get away, 
planned just how I would strike the 
•ground with my shoulders if ! 
managed to save my head, and then 
Idug my chin down into my breast, 
lx>dy and muscles on that turn. 


"Well, it -was a close shave. They 


carried me out senseless, and the 
doctor said my neck was broken, 
but it -wasn't It was pretty badly 
•wrenched, though, and I carried my 
chin pressed against my body for 
weeks afterward. 
Yon can be sure 


if I hadn't got up some fine speed 
on that turn there would have been 
another dead circus rider." 


*'Do you mean that a circus rider 


can make himself tarn faster or 
slower after he is in the air?" T 
asked. 


"Certainly I do; that is the most 


important part of .somersault -work. 
Ton see, no matter how good a man 
is he can never leave his horse for a 
tarn with exactly the right amount 
of spring. Sometimes he will throw 
iiniaelf a little too hard and other 
;imes not hard enough • it depends 
>art]y on the.waythe horse is going. 
Well, when he finds himself in the 
air, say half way around on the 
mra, he feels—that is, all good cir- 
cus riders do-—by a kind of instinct 
whether he is turning too fast or 
not fast enough so as to land right 
on the horse. Besides that he can 
ee most of the way round just 
where the horse is and by practice 
;el'i whether anything is wrong. 
Now, suppose be w-ants to slacken 
lis speed a littlo, he simply lifts his 
lead straight up, or even a little 
lack, and that acts like putting on 
a brake. Then, if he sees be is too 
ilow, all he has to do is to bend his 
lead clown on his chest in the way 
! was telling you of, like a bicycle 
oing down hill."—Philadelphia En- 
quirer.

VERY LIFELIKE MUMMIES. 


Ghiutly Exhibit of the Itead la an OI 


Bordeaux Crypt. 


It is the general impression tha 


no more horrible and ghastly pictnr 
of deal b preserved for tho eyes o 
succeeding generations is to b 
viewed than in the catacombs o 
Koine. There, far down in the earth 
among tortuous passages -which as 
ceiid and descend, are niches filloi 
•with grisly human skulls and heap 
of bones arranged in ghostlr, gro 
tesqnc patterns that seem ovenraon 
terrible half lit as they are by tb> 
faint gleams of the candle in an at 
tendanirs hand. 


Nevertheless in a corner of Europe 


far less visited.—the busy and bus- 
tling city of Bordeaux, in southern 
France on the banks of the river 
Garonne—there is an exhibition o 
the dead that for horror personifiec 
far overtops the skulls and bones o 
the catacombs of Rome. There are 
not far from 100 mummified corpses, 
clothed in flesh, almost as natural as 
life, only -with their faces sunken 
their eyeballs depressed and al 
turned to a grewsome brown, even 
their clothes having been preserved. 


Few tourists pass through Bor 


deaux,but the Church of St. Michael, 
to -which the crypt belongs, is quite 
open to visitors, and ingress is easy 
Tlie crypt lies under the great gothio 
tower of the church,1 that; is one oi 
the finest pieces of architecture in 
France. 


The guardian of the mummified 


corpses below is a bent, elderly cob- 
bler, who while waiting for the few 
visitors sits in a little shop just out- 
side the tower and mends shoes all 
day long. He starts down the steps 
in total darkness, pausing half way 
to lighfe a tallow candle stuck in a 
piece of tin mounted on the end of a 
stick. 
• 


Arriving at the crypt, tlie visitor 


sees by the dim candlelight that he 
is in the center of a ring of horrible 
figures that grimace and peer at him, 
that seem in their shriveled and tat- 
tered graveolpth.es like Holbein's 
famous "Dance of Death" realized 
;o perfection. It is as if the dead 
were brought to life again in tbe 
flesh, as it were, with their cere- 
ments half falling from them, every 
:eatura and every limb distorted, 
lorrible in the ghastly burlesque 
upon blooming life that they seem 
to be enacting.
